land. The Jury recommended that
the men be held to the grand
forvan indictment for manslaught-
er.

Supreme Court Justice Ford De-

nies Becker's Petition for New
Trial; Becker Says He Is Not
Afraid to Die.

NEW YORK. July W. Justice, PoPd
of the Supreme court, tonight dented
a new trial to Charles Becker, the
former police lieutenant, under sen-

tence of death for Instigating the mur-

der of 'Herman Rosenthal, the gamb
ler. The decision moan Becker must
be electrocuted on Friday. j

The Justice announced hi decision
at ten tonight In the chamber where
he labored for several days and nights
on brief submitted for and against
the application for a new trial. He
called the waiting newspaper men in-

to hi chambers and, a hla secretary
banded coplea of thetypewritten
decision. Justice Ford said: "I de-

nied the motion for a new trial And
this 1 my birthday. I am fifty-thre- e
